Unless congrcufonal legislation Is 
forthcoming In the very near future, 
the cars will commonly be capable 
of speeds of ISO miles per hour In 
five yean or leisl 

"What should be advocated for » 
spaed limit? What, may seem sen- 
l inlr iff f*nf -p*r*w w^^ y * fff fM P"* 
lurd to another. Most BUthorlUes 
agree that up ta SO mites per hour 
an automobile can be considered 
under control, at leut when being 
driven on opan highways. If this 
figure bears their recommendation, 
why shouldn't ft U mlle-per-hour 
spe«d law be adoptod by all states?

-Accidents caused by epeed 
occur every day. Hera the cause 
Is knoK-n but nothing Is -done to' 
prevent more accidents from the 
lama causa — speed^-Thecoldiaeta 
are that mut roods In use today 
-were— conitru c led - to r —low - ipeeds. 
The vsit majority of roods were de- 
signed when automobiles were in- 
capable of high speeds and drivers 
were not In competition with the 
cfock. 

.--"Our -new super- highwayi.~fup- 
posedly accident- proof and design- 
ed. for_new_ high-speed cars, con- 
tribute theh- share to fatal acci- 
dents, la theso cooes tbo driver la 
generally the cause, but again speed 
1.1 Involved. If drivers are not cap- 
able of handling cars at high speeds 
on super highivays, then this la an- 
other reoton for the paisaie of » 
national speed limit. The 03,000,000 
vehicles now being driven on Ameri- 
can highways are perhaps twice as 
many velilcles as these highways 
were designed for when they were 
built some 20 years ago. 

"Everybody will probably admit 
that speed, signs are not the an- 
swer. Cars must be prevented from 
exceeding so miles per hour u this 
Is the only way the speed limit 
could be enforced. At SO miles per 
hour you need .only to . touch your 
brake to bring you car under con- 
trol. (What chanca have you or 
your loved ones when you ore in- 
volved In an accident with ft car

The 
temperature is hot enough to melt 
lead. Burely It has very little atmos- 
phere.
